Commercial Bank Sends Qut 


Circular. 


an Interesting 


Acting on the course adopted by 
congress in 
changing the internal 
revenue laws at its last session the 
Commercial bank has sent out a cir- 
cular containing important informa- 
tion to all persons who have business 
with banks or who are in any ;way 
affected by the law. 
After July 1 no stamps will be re- 
quired on bank checks, certificates of 
deposit, express receipts, insurance 
policies, leases, money orders, mort- 
gages or.conveyances in trust, powers 
of attorney to vote, powers of attor- 
ney to sell, promissory notes, tele- 
graph and telephone messages. Stamps 
will be required until the beginning 
of business July 1.

It is headed by 
native ministers, who prea--h the dec- 
trine of "Africa for Africans" and in- 
cite the natives to throw oil an JJuro-. 
pean restraint. The authorities are 
carefully watching the propaganda, 
but are reluctant to interfere through 
fear of making martyrs of the ring- 
leaders.

Representatives 
of the employers and employes held 
two lengthy conferences in Jersey 
City, but the conferees confessed that 
no material progress toward a settle- 
ment had been made. Some minor 
points were conceded by the represen- 
tatives of both sides, but on the prin- 
cipal points of difference neither side 
would make concessions. 


Tom Johnson For President. 


Indianapolis, April 13.—Single tax- 


ers have called a meeting for Thurs- 
day night to launch Tom L. Johnson's 
presidential boom in Indiana. Resolu- 
tions will be adopted setting forth Mr. 
Johnson's eligibility for the presiden- 
tial nomination. When the dispatch 
was telephoned to Mr. Johnson at his 
home at Cleveland he said: "I would 
like to telegraph them not to.

He assured Senor Lopez 
that the report to which he referred — 
the alleged act of discourtesy — gave 
him no concern, as "I am accustomed 
to have the opposition papers miscon- 
strue everything with. which I am con- 
nected." 


General Culler's Suggestion. 


London, April 13. — General Sir Red- 
rers Buller, speaking at Plymouth, 
eulogized the assistance which Can^ 
ada and Australia had rendered Great 
Britain, in forming in South Africa a 
third English-speaking nation. "New 
nations are springing up around us," 
he said, "and must be allowed to do 
what is proper for themselves. Rea- 
sonable concessions must be granted 
to them. We must not repeat the er- 
ror which lost us America. That first 
great child of the empire was lost be- 
cause a fine, growing, lusty boy was 
not given enough, rope and was not 
allowed to think differently in small 
matters from his parents."

the back and face, and Clardy will 
probably die. M. Sanders, a bystander, 
was also severely and possibly fatally 
stabbed just below the heart by Hol- 
lingsworth, who thought Sanders pull- 
ed him off Clardy. The city marshal 
attempted to arrest Hollingsworth, 
who resisted, and the marshal shot 
Hollingsworth through the head, in- 
flicting a serious wound. The trouble 
grew but of family matters between 
Hollingsworth and Clardy.

The victims 
are usually Frencn and Germans."

The fire is be- 
lieved to have been incendiary. 


Deputy Auditor of Cuba. 


Washington, April 13. — Another 


step toward the establishment of full 
civil government in Cuba was taken 
by the appointment by General Wood 
of Ernest Fonts y Sterling as deputy 
auditor of the island. Senor Fonts 
has been discharging similar duties 
for some time past under Major Ladd, 
but is now reappointed as a purely 
civil official.
